The invention is drawn to a photo-curable composition comprising cationic a 
photopolymerization initiator (A), a cationically polymerizable component (B) containing 
an oxetanyl group, a crown polyether (C), and an organic compound (D), where (B) 
and/or (C) comprise a fluorine-containing organic compound. Prior art discloses various 
photo-curable compositions but no prior art teaches or fairly suggests using the specific 
cyclic ethers (crown ethers) claimed by applicant which lead to stress-strain relaxation 
during the curing process for improvement in adhesive strength.
